MEAL OF IMPORTANCE 

The meal carried in the lunch- 
box each day is an important one 
and should contain at least one 
third of the day’s nourishment.

The first plantings will be the seeds started in flats on the window | 
sill or In hotbeds or green houses. These are sown early in March 
and by the time they are ready to transplant to permanent quarters 
outside they will be six to ten inches high, Things that should be 


started early in this way are those that if sown directly out of doors | 
would hardly have sufficient time to mature or flower. Tomatoes,

BITE MAIMS— 

Rabies is chiefly contracted 
through bites, but may occasion- 
ally be contracted through fresh 
skin cuts or scratches or contam- 
nation of mucous membranes 
such as those of the eye, with 
saliva of the infected animals. 
his is an important fact for trap 
vers to remember, They should 
not skin wolves, etc. that were 
definitely rabid unless gloves are 
-ecomfhended so that they can 
be effectively disinfected after 
skinning the animal. The knife 
should also be disinfected or 


illustraied 


boiled. The eyes should not be 
rubbed with the gloves. The best 
advice is not to handle or skin 
these animals at all. 

The virus has a special liking 
for the central nervous system, 
travelling from the point of bite 
by way of the nerve sheaths to 
the brain. Not all rabid animals 
excrete the virus of rabies in the 
saliva all the time which may ex- 
plan why only about one person 
in eight will develop the disease 
even if no treatment is given. So 
uncertaim is this situation, how- 
ever, that all persons bitten 
should receive the treatment. 

While minor cuts and seratch- 
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about the head are always very 
serious, as the virus has a very 
short distance to travel to the 
brain. Hence, no time should be 
lost in taking intensive treat- 
ment. If treatment is delayed a 
fatal condition may develop. 
Bites through clothing are less 
serious than those to the bare 
skin as the saliva may be absorb- 
ed by the cloth. Rabies virus may 
be present in the saliva a few 
days before the animal shows 
symptoms of the disease and also 
may survive in the brain tissues 
many days after the death of the 
animal. ‘ 
The virus is readily destroyed 


es of less than 24 hours duration *by drying, boiling or exposure to 
sunlight. It is dead in a matter of 
a few hours in the saliva after 
the animal dies. This is of impor- 
tance to trappers as no person 
yet has developed rabies from 


will permit the entrance of the 
virus into the body, large, deep 
and ragged wounds are the most 


serious. The virus does not pen-, 


etrate the unbroken skin. Bites 
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handling furs. The only danger 
is at the time of skinning around 
the head as explained above. 
Chemicals such as 3 percent cer- 
eosol will destroy the virus in 15 
minutes. The care of bites is ex- 
plained below. 
WHAT TO DO WITH 
PERSONS EXPOSED 

First, get a detailed and accur- 
ate history of the actions, symp- 
toms and behaviour of the an- 
imal that did the biting. Without 
such a history it will be difficult 
at times to determine whether 
the animal is rabid and whether 
anti-rabic treatment is indicated. 

In cases of bites or scratches 
from a suspected rabid animal 
the family physician should be 
called promptly. In districts 
‘where a doctor is not_available, 
report bites to. the local public 
health nurse, veterinarian, For- 
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arrangements can be made to get 
medical attention. The bite or 
scratch should receive prompt at- 


tention though. A shallow wound _ 


should be ‘washed with soap and 
water (preferably 20 percent soft 
soap) for 15 to 20 minutes, chan- 
ging the fluid frequently. Follow- 
ing this, tincture of iodine should 
be applied in liberal amounts. 
Deep and torn wounds should be 
treated similarly, except a syr- 
‘inge should be used to force fluid 
down into the depth of the 
wound repeatedly. Remove as 
much fluid aspossible and force 
Tincture of Iodine into the dep- 
ths of the wound.
